240 years ago this week 


Wilmington Minute Men defended liberty at Concord

f someone were to ask you what hap- 
pened on the 18th of April, 1775, you 
would probably know the answer, for 
the date is immortalized in Longfellow’s 
poem, “The Midnight Ride of Paul Revere.” 

But what happened on the 9th of March, 
240 years ago? The Wilmington Company of 
Minute Men was established. 

Anticipating some sort of action by the 
British Regulars, revolutionary colonists in 
and around Boston began preparing for bat- 
tle in late 1774. Every town in the area 
already had a company of militia, but there 
went out a call for elite troops to be ready at 
a minute’s notice. (The actual requirement 
was to turn out, ready to go, in 30 minutes. ) 

In Wilmington, 27 men were selected. They 
elected Cadwallader Ford, Jr. as captain, 
and John Harnden as lieutenant. William 
Blanchard and David Beard were named as 
sergeants. Over the next six weeks, the 
Minute Men engaged in 10 half-days of train- 
ing, mostly in a field at Federal Hill, near 
Sgt. Blanchard’s. 

In addition to the Minute Men, Wilmington 
also had its militia company, commanded by 
Capt. Timothy Walker. 

Towns throughout eastern Massachusetts 
were on alert. The British had kept troops in 
Boston since 1768. Tension built after the 
Boston Massacre in 1770 and the Boston Tea 
Party in 1773. 

The British controlled only Boston.

Today’s Firefighters Do Far More than 
Fight Fires 

Today’s firefighters do far more than fight 
fires. They are the first ones called to 
respond to chemical and environmental 
emergencies, ranging from the suspected 
presence of carbon monoxide to a gas leak. 
They may be called to rescue a child who 
has fallen through the ice or who has locked 
himself in a bathroom. They rescue people 
from stalled elevators and those who are 
trapped in vehicle crashes. They test and 
maintain their equipment including self- 
contained breathing apparatus (SCBA), 
hydrants, hoses, power tools, and apparatus. 

At the Massachusetts Firefighting 
Academy they learn all these skills and 
more from certified fire instructors who are 
also experienced firefighters. Students 
learn all the basic skills they need to 
respond to fires and to contain and control 
them. They are also given training in public 
fire education, hazardous material incident 
mitigation, flammable liquids, stress man- 
agement, confined space rescue techniques, 
and rappelling. The intensive, nine-week 
program for municipal firefighters involves 
classroom instruction, physical fitness 
training, firefighter skills training, and live 
firefighting practice. 

Starting with Class #200, the 
Massachusetts Firefighting Academy 
changed its training format from 72 stu- 
dents in a 12-week program to a smaller 
class size of 24 students that starts every 
three weeks. There are still 72 students on 
campus at any one time, but the smaller 
class size is expected to achieve time effi- 
ciencies without compromising learning, 
and in fact improve education with smaller

student/instructor ratios. 

Basic Firefighter Skills 

Students receive classroom training in all 
basic firefighter skills. They practice first 
under non-fire conditions and then during 
controlled fire conditions. To graduate, stu- 
dents must demonstrate proficiency in life 
safety, search and rescue, ladder opera- 
tions, water supply, pump operation, and 
fire attack. Fire attack operations range 
from mailbox fires to multiple-floor or mul-

Province of Massachusetts. Two of its lead- 
ers were Sam Adams and John Hancock. 
Neither could set foot in Boston, for they 
were wanted men. 

The colonists had black powder stored in 
many locations. Beginning in 1774, the 
British troops went on powder raids in the 
Boston area. One raid took 
place on Aug. 31, 1774 at the 
powder house in 
Charlestown, now part of 
Somerville. The colonists 
were able to quickly move 
the powder to safety. After 
another unsuccessful powder 
raid in Salem in February 
1775, the British declared 
Massachusetts to be in a 
state of rebellion. 

There was never a powder 
raid in Wilmington, but the 
Minute Men of Wilmington 
were in range for the action 
of April 19, 1775. 

On the night of April 18, the

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alarm was spread, first by Paul Revere, 
William Dawes and Samuel Prescott, and 
then by a growing web of riders. 

In the very early morning hours of April 
19, the Wilmington Minute Men quickly 
assembled and headed for Concord. It is 
believed they went down Chestnut Street to 
Mill Road, and then over Wood Hill into 
Burlington. They were joined by Minute 
Men from Reading, Stoneham and Billerica. 
Capt. Bridge from Billerica became the reg- 
imental commander. They marched to 
Meriam’s Corner in Concord. 

The British Regulars marched to 
Lexington and then to Concord, anticipating 
little resistance. After all, they were the 
greatest army in the world. But they did not 
realize how far the alarm had spread. At 
Lexington, the Minute Men on the village 
green were no match for the Regulars. It has 
never been determined who fired first, but it 
became known as the “shot heard round the 
world.” Seven Minute Men died, including 
one from Woburn.

BOSTON (AP) — Wednesday 
afternoon prosecutors are expect- 
ed to begin presenting testimony 
on the fatal shooting of 
Massachusetts of Institute police 


Officer Sean Collier.

Wednesday saw the tattered pieces 
of the ,backpack that Dzhokhar 
Tsarnaev used to carry a bomb in 
the deadly 2013 attack. 

FBI Special Agent Sarah De Lair 
held up pieces of the black and 
white backpack for the jury. De 


near the Forum restaurant, where 
Tsarnaev planted and detonated a 
bomb April 15, 2013. 

Later Wednesday, prosecutors 
are expected to begin presenting 
testimony on the fatal shooting of 
Massachusetts of Institute police 
Officer Sean Collier. 

Collier was shot hours after the 
FBI released photos of the 
Tsarnaevs as suspects in the 
bombing and asked for the public's 
help in finding them. 

Prosecutors say the Tsarnaev 
brothers killed Collier during an 
unsuccessful attempt to steal his 
gun. Dzhokhar Tsarnaev's lawyer 
said during opening statements 
that it was Tamerlan Tsarnaev 


On Tuesday, jurors saw photos of 
a hand-scrawled note he left inside 
the boat he was captured hiding in 
days after the 2013 attack. They 
may also see the boat itself, if his 
lawyers have their way. 

Judge George O'Toole Jr. went to 
look at the boat himself on 
Tuesday to decide whether to allow 
the jury to see the entire boat, as 
Tsarnaev's lawyers have request- 
ed. Prosecutors have asked instead 
to bring in just the panels of the 
boat where the writing appears. 

On Tuesday, jurors saw three 
photos showing the blood-stained 
note, which also was dotted with 
bullet holes. 

The note criticized the U.S. for its 


Muslim countries and describes 
what prosecutors say was the 
motive for the bombings. Twin 
pressure-cooker bombs placed 
near the marathon finish line on 
April 15, 2013, killed three people 
and injured more than 260. 

In the note, written in pencil on 
the inside walls of the boat, 
Tsarnaev says he is jealous of his 
brother because he is dead and 
now in paradise. 

Tamerlan Tsarnaev, 26, died fol- 
lowing a violent confrontation with 
police during a getaway attempt 
four days after the bombings. 
Dzhokhar, then 19, was found hid- 
ing in the boat parked in a yard in 
suburban Watertown. 


"I do not mourn because his soul 
is very much alive. God has a plan 
for each person. Mine was to hide 
in this boat and shed some light on 
our actions," he wrote, according 


to the photos shown to the jury by.

Jim DiLorenzo, EPA 
Project Manager for the 
Olin site, had informed 
Town Manager Hull via 
memorandum back in 
November of 2014 that New 
Eagiand Transrail had 
requested to meet with the 
EPA..to discuss the Olin 
property. 

The-now inactive Olin 
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EX. 36 OFF ROUTE 93 
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Chemical facility encom- 
passes a 53-acre parcel 
located at 51 Eames Street 
in Wilmington. The area is 
now completely fenced, 
however, concerns about 
chemical waste have been 
ongoing. 

Olin has had a longstand- 
ing purchase and sale 
agreement with Transrail, 
said DiLorenzo. It appears 
Olin is ready to transfer the 
property, though a cleanup 
plan has not yet been identi- 
fied. The EPA holds a lien 
on the property, which they 
would need to relinquish in 
order for the sale to go 
through. 

The property, used for 
chemical manufacturing, 
was owned from 1953 by 
National Polychemicals, 
Inc., until it was purchased 
by Olin Chemical 
Corporation in 1980. The 
facility manufactured chem- 
ical blowing agents, stabiliz- 
ers, antioxidants and other 
specialty chemicals for the 
rubber and plastics indus- 
try. The facility closed in 
1986, but the property is still 
owned by Olin Chemical 
Corporation. 

Historical wastewater dis- 
posal practices were a 
major source of the contam- 
ination associated with the 
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Olin Chemical facility. Prior 
to 1970, all liquid wastes 
were discharged directly 
into several unlined pits and 
ponds in the central portion 
of the property, as well as 
into a man-made excavation 
called Lake Poly Liquid 
Waste Disposal Area (Lake 
Poly). In 1970, Stepan 
Chemical installed an acid 
treatment and neutraliza- 
tion system and new lined 
lagoons to replace the 
unlined pits and ponds. 
Treated wastes were 
released into the lagoons. 
The lagoons were periodi- 
cally dredged and the sludge 
was deposited in a landfill in 
the southwest corner of the 
property. 

On-site waste disposal 
practices have resulted in 
groundwater contamination 
both on and off the Olin 
Chemical property, and in 
late 2002 resulted in the clo- 
sure of the Town of 
Wilmington's municipal 
drinking water supply wells 
located in Maple Meadow 
Brook. 

New England Transrail is 
waiting on the final terms 
being discussed between 
EPA and Olin. According to 
the most recent memoran- 
dum from Hull, “It appears 
that EPA now believes that

given the well documented 
extent of residual contami- 
nation and the expansive 
EPA risk assessment that 
the property is safe for com- 
mercial use.

WILMINGTON- It was a 


fresh start for the 
Wilmington High School JV 
Hockey team, as_ the 


Wildcats took the ice loaded 
with new players and a new 
head.coach. In his first sea- 
son as JV hockey coach, 
Colin Foley led the Wildcats 
to a 10-5-4 record for the sea- 
son, With such a strong 
showing in their very first 
year, there is no telling just 
what this batch of freshmen 
will accomplish in their time 
at.the high school. 

“First year being a coach 
for hockey, I had a lot of dif- 
ferent expectations,” Foley 
said.. “I just wanted to be 
competitive and to have a 
team. that really wanted to 
play.” 

Foley is a graduate of 
Wilmington High School and 
had played under Steve 
Scanlon on the varsity team. 
As such, he stressed the 
importance of the 
Wilmington High School sys- 
tem of hockey to his young 
team, drilling in the ‘skills 
and strategies needed to 
thrive within this program. 

“They struggled at the 
beginning, but as the season 
went on they really seemed 
to get it,” Foley said. “By the 
end, the team came together 
really well.”

“The physicality is a big 
one,” Foley admitted. “And it 
can be tough playing the sys- 
tem that Wilmington has 
played for a long time now, 
which is the same system 
that I played when I was on 
the team.” 

The key to that system, to a 
successful program, is disci- 
pline and trust. 

‘“Discipline is the big one 
for - Wilmington hockey,” 
Foley said. “Putting trust 
into your teammates, which 
is:how it is for most sports. 
But for hockey especially, 
any breakdown in the defen- 
sive zone is going to cost 
you; You have to trust your 
team that they are going to 
be where they are supposed 
to be.” 

A-number of players not 
only survived, but thrived 
during their first season 
with the program. Forwards 
Joseph Mirabella, Robert 
Lord, Thomas Worob, and 
Nathaniel DiMeco all distin- 
guished themselves, while 
Anthony McKearney and 
Jarred Aucoin proved to be 
invaluable on defense. 

But it was the full team 
working together which 
allowed the Wildcats to do so 
well, forging a chemistry 
together that helped with the 
trust that Foley placed so 
much importance on. 

“The kids all got along 
pretty well,” Foley said. 
“There were kids that had 
played together before and 
you could tell. That goes a 
long way in team sports.” 

With Stephen Bowker and 
Ryan St. Jean holding down 
the. net, the Wildcats also 
benefited from forwards like 
Kyle- Penney, Michael

The team’s efforts paid off 
in the final game against 
Reading, with the Wildcats 
snatching the win away with 
a final score of 2-1.

“The selectmen, wary af 
moving too quickly on the 
new regulations and leaving 
consumers unprotected, 
ultimately directed Town 
Counsel William Solomon to 
draft a proposed amend- 
ment to Stoneham’s licens- 
ing bylaws and submit it to 
the board for consideration 
in April... 

“The aspiring business 
owner, who briefly 
addressed the town officials, 
explained he has been in the 
used car business for some 
25 years, but has recently 
been experiencing some 
financial difficulties, 
because dealers are now 
routinely paying him just 
$100 for each car he pur- 
chases on their behalf. 

“According to the peti- 
tioner, if he had a car sales 
license, he would have more 
leverage to negotiate higher 
service fees, because “he 
would be able to use the 
local permit to get into aue- 
tions — instead of being 
forced to use his clients’ 
licenses... 

“T’m not worried about 
the dealers, but if someone 
is selling cars to a person, 
I’m worried about them, 
said Selectman John 
DePinto.”
